According to the Scriptures, morality 
alone will not save anyone at the 
jiresent time. "The Rich Young Man." 
although so moral and upright that the 
Lord Jesus looking on him loved him, 
•eras not qualified for the Kingdom 
(Mark x. 17-22). We read also of Cor- 
ti'<llui, the first Gentile convert to 
Christianity, that he was "a devout 
man find prayed to God always" (Acts 
x. 2). yet his morality and devontness 
were not suflV-ient to save him. but it 
was necessary that he should hear the 
m<»««nge of <-:ilvation aud l>y complyinR 
Trilh the conditions set fnrtli his sal- 
vation 
was assured 
(Acts si, J4). 


The difference between "Morality" and 
"Spirituality" was clearly portrayed In 
the life and teachings of Christ.

stars lu reality are not stars nt all; 
they are little cosmic particles, often 
weighing much less than one ounce 
and composed mostly or Iron and oar 
bon. 
Most of them travel aronud the 


•un In the same fashion thut comets 
4o, following very flattened ellipUc-al 
trajectories. 
Sometimes it happens 


that the trajectory of some of these 
bodies cross the trajectory of our own 
earth. If the little meteorite and the 
earth get to that point at the same 
time they naturally collide. 
These 


planetoids are not luminous in them- 
selves. 
So long as they fly through 


ether (which Is utter nothingnessi there 
Is no friction; therefore no heat and no 
light. 
But as soou as they enter the 


atmosphere with which our globe is 
surrounded their speed is so great that 
the friction against the air immediate- 
ly lights and volatilizes them.—New 
York AVorld.
